Canadian Bacon Board Issues 
Warning to Farmers— 


The Alberta Swine Production Com- 
mittee wishes to draw special atten- 
tion to the following 3 important 
clauses. 

1— If the number of these off-grade 
hogs is not substantially reduced, 
this surplus product which can only 
be sold on the domestic market will 
ultimately force all hog prices to low- 
er levels. 

2— The Board will do all they can 
to see that the highest possible price 
is paid for hogs of export quality. — 
“but no protection can be given to 
producers who persist in marketing 
hogs of a type and weight that can- 
not he exported,” 

38— Early in November the Board 
warned that unless there was a reduc- 
tion in the number of out-weight or 
low grade hogs, the Board would have 
t impose reduced prices on _ these 
grades. 
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|ALBERTA POOL DELEGATES PLAN P’MENTS 


Alberta Wheat Pool delegates a! 
their recent annual convention, draft- 
ed a program for dealing with sur- 
plus funds. First a resolution was 
passed asking the Alberta legislatur< 
for authority to make refunds to pat- 
rons in cash or in commercial reserves 
or in elevator reserves, or in any of 
them. Then a resolution was passed 
authorizing the purchase from  Al- 
berta Wheat Pool members or their 
assigns of 5 per cent of the commer- 
cial and elevator reserves standing to 
the credit of each of them on_ the 
books of the Pool. As the total of the 
elevator and commercial resenves is 
approximately $8,500,000 this 5 per 


= 


cent refund will reach the approxim- 


ate figure of $425,000, and wil be paid 
in cash. 

Next the delegates dealt with the 
question of patronage dividends. A 
motion was passed authorizing a pat 


ronage dividend of 1-4¢c a bushel on de- ; 


= 


liveries of all grains to Alberta Poo) 
Elevator facilities in the crop years 
1988-89 and 1939-40. The total of this 
distribution will approximate $225 
000, but in all probability this patron- 
age dividend will not be paid in cash 
but will be set up in the form of re- 
serves to the credit of the individual 


|! member patron. 


Only Pool members are qualified 
for the patronage dividend, but in or- 
der to make it easier to become a 
Pool member the restrictions were 
eased, Hitherto a farmer had to ac- 
quire Pool reserves to the value of 
$25 and had to have delivered 500 
bushels of grain to Pool elevators 
since 1935 before qualifying for mem- 
bership. This was changed so that in 
future a farmer will have to own re- 


| serves only to the value of $5 besides 


having delivered 500 bushels or grain 
since 1935 in order to qualify for mem- 
bership. 

Under the patronage dividend resol- 
ution non-Pool members, who are 
otherwise entitled to a patronage div- 
idend, will be given until July Ist, 
1942, to join the organization and 
qualify for the dividend.

Bethlehem or Berlin?

A NEW CROP Fit. 


The English Yellow Commercial 
Mustard tried as an experiment by 
Welsheimer Bros. of Cheadie this 
year, has proved so successful, thar 
they are going to considerably in- 
crease the acreage next year. 

The crop is easily harves.ed, a mo- 
dern combine operating with 
equipment as for wheat. 

The crop is very susceptible to frost 
but not to drouth, and seed sown in 
May can be reaped early in August— 
if no frost. 

The seed is small and of a_ yellow 
color, but it has no relation to the 
wild mustard variety and the straw is 
equivalent to alfalfa for feed if har- 
vested early. 

The seed is used in the manufact- 
uring of prepared mustard and pickles. 
It is also largely used in hospitals 
and the volatile oil of mustard is ex- 
tracted from the seed which is used 
for the very finest instruments. 

To show financial returns, L. E. 
Welsheimer sowed 125 acres to mus- 
tard last spring, 40 acres cf this was 
badly frozen, so he reaped from 85 ac- 
res only, and this gave him same fin- 
ancial return as 295 acres of wheat. 

Headquarters for the seed is at 
Hamilton in Ontario. 

The seed is sold by the lb. and on 
November 21st Welsheimer Pros. load- 
ed at Cheadle 26,890 Ibs. of this Com- 
mercial mustard.

WHAT WILL THEY BE? 


EGG PRICES 


Lethbridge Experimental Station 

The question of egg prices is one 
that interests all producers especially 
in wiew of the contract to supply large 
shipments of eggs to Britain during 
the next few months. This contract 
calls for the shipment of 1,000,000 
cases between September 1, 1941, and 
May 31, 1942. Wth 30 dozen or 360 
eggs per case this means 360,000,000 
eggs. This appears to he a_ tremend- 
ously large number but when figured 
{n terms of the number t_ will pro- 
vide per person in Britain, the amount 
is small, only about 8 eggs per person. 
Of course other sources of supply are 
also available to the British but from 
what we hear, eggs continue to be a 
scarce article in the diet of the British 
people. 

Out of the total of 1,000,000 cases, 
770,000 cases must be produced and 
shipped between December 1, 1941 
and May 31, 1942; the remainder are 
presumably in Britain or on_ their 
way. We know that the Canadian pro- 
ducers are willing to produce the nec- 
essary eggs but they are interested 
in the returns they will get. This can 
be determined within fairly definite 
limits on the basis of the contract 
price. 

In the period from December '! 
1941 to February 28, 1942, 170,000 
cases are to be shipped. These are to 
be all Grade A and are to be paid for 
on a basis of 32.12 cents per dozen, 
f.o.b. Canadian seaboard. In a release 
from the Agricultural Supplies Board, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
a scale of charge has been shown, 
covering all the costs of assembling 
and shipping the eggs. This shows 


| that the total cost from Calgary or 
| Bdmonton will range from 8.8 to 9.8 


cents per dozen. Accepting the higher 
figure it may be calculated that the 
minimum price to producers should 
be 22.3 cents per dozen for Grade A 
eggs during the winter season. 

A lerger shipment of 600,000 cases 
is to be sent during the period March 
1 to ay 31, 1942. Some of the eggs in 


‘this shipment may be Grade B, The 
' prices for this period are 28.79 cents 


per dozen for Grade A and 26.58 for 


Grade B, all prices f.o.b. Canadian

At present egg prices are consider- 
ably above the minimum figures quot- 
ed above and it may be assumed that 
relatively few eggs are going into ex- 
port channels. However, as_ produc- 
tion increases prices will naturally go 
down but the producers now have a 
fair estimate of what they should ex- 
pect as minimum returns for their 
products. These returns are not high 
but proper feeding and management 
of the birds and handling of the eggs 
to secure top grades will leave a fair 
margin to the producer.
